HE first centenary of 
the destruction by fire 
of Macuo’s celebrated St 
Paul’s, the name by which 
the ruina of the old Church 
of tho Virgin :-Mother, is 
now known will ‘accur on 
Saturday, January 26. 

The fire which congumed it 
broke out In tho buikdings ad- 
jolning the Church. These 
uildings wero converted! into a 
military barracks after the ¢x- 
pulsion of tho Jesuit order, |. 

The fire spread with startling 
rapidity destroying everything 
in its path, and’ soon extended, 
to the church, ; 

And thus on January 26, 1835, 
the clilzens of Macao at six 
o'clock in the cvening saw the 
famous college and their beau- 
tful church go up im flames. 

Among the many treasures 
destroyed was a clocic presented 
by Louis XV of Franco, dut vere 
taln precious relics, including a 
piece of the bone from the fore- 
arm of St Francs Xavier, wera 
saved, Described once as the 
Head of Christendom in tho 
Eest tho church; dated back. to 
11594. It 
Josuits om the alte of an carller 
chapel. The famous facade 
was erected about 2050 or 1070. 

Following the fire, when the 
school end church were bu 
down, the precincts of the 
Church came v0 bo used’ as a 
cemetery, niches being cut in 
the old thick? wall for the burial 
of the dead. 4 3 

In time, the walls came to be 
considered unsafe, and the re« 
maing of tho dand, were re« 
moved from the wells, and the 
whole place was left to itself, 
the famous majestic run stond~ 
big alone, just as it may, be 
seen today. i 

Thirty years ago (1905), an 
earnest aitempt was made to 
eceure funds for the reconst: 


tion of the church to preserve 
the well known facade, but tho 
result was woofully st 
Ing and tho ruine have been left 
standing at the top of the grand 
flight of steps ona hilly emin- 
ence rising ‘above the centra of 
the town, outlinéd against the: 
sky, the most prominent featuro 
of the landscape of Macao. 
From the doors of the college 
went hundreds of priests Into 
China, Korea, Japan, Annam 
and Tonking. ;
